Matters- seem to have been conducted as 
if public money was raised, handed over to 
the government, and by Ihem spent a? 
they thought lit. We cannot of course say 
that any of it has been mispent, bt cause wo 
are quite in the dark on the subject, but wo 
may safely say that nooue can. or nt least 
has attempted to prove that it has been ap- 
propriately spent. 

What we wish is that the Houso should 
exercise a practical control over the public 
money. That is to see that it has been em- 
ployed for the purpose for which it was 
voted. In the United States Congress there 
is appointed at the opening of every session 
an Expenditure Committee whose duly it is 
to see that all monies have been spent for 
the object for which they were voted. In 
1'85'J, a Select Committee of the House of 
Commons recommended a similar standing 
Committee, and we believe it has been 
adopted ever since. In our Legislature we 
want a similar precaution, to act as a healthy 
check on the executive departments. We 
do not profess to state dogmatically the par- 
licular mode lo be adopted. All wo want is 
an examination, and the sooner the better. 
Lei then the [accounts, be audited— an in- 
quiry made by the House whether the pub- 
lic money has been spent in tho manner in 
which it should be spent. Let a statement

Lost. 

A dispatch from St. Johns, dated June Hth, 

The Montreal Steamship Company 3 screw 
steamship Canadian, Captain Graham, wnien 
sailed from Quebec on Saturday morning, June 1, 
for Londonderry and Liverpool, struck on a field 
Of sunken, ice eight miles south of Bello Isle, on 
the -ltb Inot. mid sunk in thirty-five minutes. 

One hundred and eighty-five persons wen; saved 
ih boats and landed on Cape BhuW, Horn whi-nce 
they were brought into this port this morning Uy a 
French bark. I 

Prom twenty to thirty lives were lost, including 
six cabin passengers, but us the ship's papo. s went . 
down in the sinking ship, it is as yet impossible 
to tell the exact number drowned. 

A portion of the mails were saved. Among 
those drowned were the mail officer and the se:ond 
otfieer of the steamer. 

The Canadian struck the ice under her foremast, 
Mid her three compartments were all broken « 
once; whereupon she filled rapidly and soon went 
down. The ice-field did not attract much atten- 
tion when first discovered, as it looked small, find 
was scarcely above water The steamer was yoing 
at slow speed at the time she struck.

On the evening of. the but insl., the most 
cold-blooded and uowahlly tnuTder ever per- 
petrated in the two* Colonies, was committed 
at Yale.
